Talent Search Project. The West Alabama Health Council's Vlrectony o{ Community 
Services , along with other sources, was used as the basts {on. compilation. Agencies 
were written and asked to netunn updated Information on thelA senvlces, hours o{ 
operation, and key peAsonnel. Most o{ the Information has been gatheAed but Indexing 
lias not yet been attempted. When completed, the Community Resource Vile will be made 
available {on use In the Library. Talent Seanch personnel may decide to print and 
distribute copies o{ the {lie In book {orm. 

Both library handbooks [{on {acuity and students) were nevlsed, reprinted, and 
distributed. An e{{ont will be made to distribute the {acuity handbook to new {aculXy 
each quart en. 

The Library {acuity met with {ull- and part-time English Instructors to collaborate 
on nevlslng the Library skills pnogram. A new pnogram was outlined and partially 
developed. Pant o{ the pnogram will Include pnoductlon o{ a vldeocassette to Introduce 
the Libnany and Its senvlces to students. Valtune o{ the distributor to deliver the 
new camera on schedule has delayed completion o{ the program. 
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Media production capabilities were Improved during 197 9- SO. The library 
{acuity visited Wallace. Community College. [Selma] , Brewer State. [Fayette) , Unlverstty 
o^ Alabama Educational Media, and Grey Communication* [Birmingham] to Investigate, 
various videotaping equipment and facilities . A consultant, Von Kuykendatl, was 
called In to assist In selection o{ equipment. After research, a two-phase video 
system Mas proposed. Phase One Included the pu/ichase o ^ the. hollowing equipment:

This system provides the college with the following capabilities: colon.; off-the-alr 
seconding', portable and studio VCR; simple e.dltlng and dubbing; 3/4" and 1/2" formats; 
equipment compatibility throughout the college. Two of the monitors were purchased 
{,or use by Student Services but have not yet been Installed. The lighting system Is 
being shared with photography classes. 

After this system was developed, the library faculX.y made the decision to offer 
{or sale the B/OJ Portable Panasonic Videotape Recorder [as welt as the Minolta 35mm 
SLR camera) . The Business Office was notified of this decision and given specifications 
and suggested prices to use In. advertising. 
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There were few major administrative change* In the Library during 1979-80. 
The. hollowing change* weJie made In the Library policy book: 

1. delete the number 1 from account numbers In the budget. 

2. Copy money Is now returned to the Business Office, not to account #641. 

3. The. Professional colle.ctX.on hah been Incorporated into the. regular 
circulating collection and will no longer be maintained separately. 

A selection policy for original art was developed after confutation with the. Library 

and Curriculum Committee and Vean and was added to the policy book. 

A major procedural change Implemented 1979-80 was the Interfiling of AV catalog 
cards In the public catalog. Also, a quarterly report showing comparisons was developed. 

Two major changes In facilities were made late during the 1979-80 year: the 
M Office was moved directly across the hall and technical processing was extended to 
both sections of the library workroom. These changes resulted In greater work and 
storage space. The Career Center was moved from the library to accomodate shelving 
requirements. 

Book \clrxiulatlon during 1979-80 Increased by 20%; periodical circulation Increased 

by 10%', and AV circulation decreased by 24%. Total circulation statistics are given 
below. i *

The annual Inventory of audiovisual materials and equipment Indicated that no 
Items are missing. An Inventory List Is attached [Attachment J\. A periodical Inven- 
tory was started but has not been completed. 

An extensive evaluation of Library services was attempted this year. The first 
step was the development of a chart comparing ALA "Guidelines for Two-year College 
learning Resources Programs, " SACS Standards for Colleges, ALA Association of College 
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and Research Libraries Evaluative Checklist, and current Shelton State library 
practices . This chart repres ented a v 6el{-6tudy" to determine vohetheA or not 
this Library 1 * policies and practices meet national hta.ndah.di>. With {ew exception, 
due. to physical {acltities and the. "newnes*" o{ our relationship with the Te.chntc.al 
Division, this Library meets t.ho*e national Atandaras . 

Additionally, the. Library director conducted tieAe.aA.ch via a survey tent to 
all Alabama community college Library directors . The purpose o{ this *urvey too* to 
determine *tate management trends In Libraries serving both junto*, and techlnlcal 
college*. Five respo^es were received, 

A* a result o{ tills research, the Student Advisory Council was asked to *erve 
In an advisory capacity to the Director o{ Library Services. [NOTE: This Council 
has recently been reorganized ad the Student Ll{e Committee and has been contacted 
to include ilbfwAy advising as a {unction o{ the committee.) Also, several local 
agencies were contacted in an e{{ont to establish cooperative Library agreement*. 
These agencies included Indian Rivers Mental Health and Retardation Center., VA 
Hospital Library, Geological Survey o{ Alabama Library, and U.S. Bureau o{ Mine* 
Library. 

Vr. Joel Whitman, director o{ the University o{ Alabama Educational Media service*, 
mo* also contacted regarding establishment o{ a reciprocal loan agreement between 
Shelton State and the University. Although the administration o{ both Institutions 
have been Involved In this request, no formal agreement has been developed. 

The review o{ standards and letter *urvey led to the fallowing recommendations 

made to the Dean: 

7. that, beginning Vail 1980, the Junior College Division Library 
catalog and process learning resources materials and equipment, 
6pecl{lcally audiovisual materials and equipment and periodicals , 
{or all divisions o{ Shelton State, inctudlng the Junior College 
division, the Technical division, and the Fire College, {or the 
purpose o{ maintaining Inventory control. 

2. that a union catalog o{ these holding* be maintained In the 

Junior College Division Library to facilitate loan o{ materials 
between divisions. 
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3. that materials remain located In the. divisions where Instruction 

OCCUTS. 

4. that book catalog* of all college no n- print media and media equipment 
be developed by the 3 union. College Division Llbnary and distributed 
to each division. 

5. that cataloging and processing of audiovisual materials held pnlon to 
Vail 19S0 be postponed until the 3unlon College division and Technical 
division one served by one campus library. 

6. that centralized cataloging and processing oh book* be postponed until 
collection develo)oment at the 3u\ilor College division LlbnaJiy stabilize*. 

The annual evaluation survey was conducted In May. Result* [see summary In 
Attachment II) Indicated that Shelton State's llbnary was noted above average In 
most areas by students and faculty. A numben oh positive comments concerning staff 
and services were given. 

The only major problem pointed out by the students and faculty was that there 
Is too much noise In the llbnary. As a result, the llbnary staff has made a greater 
effont to maintain positive study conditions In the llbnary. 

One significant finding of the survey was that 10% of the faculty regularly 
send their students to the University of Alabama library. This Indicates that 
a considerable percentage of Shelton State's faculty does not [or cannot) rely on 
Shelton' s llbnary to meet currlcular needs. However, 533 of the faculty Indicated 
that they "don't know" about Increases In book holdings In their subject areas. 
Part of the problem could be due to lack of Information on current book holdings. 

Consequently, a greater effont will be made to keep faculty members Informed. 
As the book collection gnows, dependence on the UA llbnary should decrease. 

A copy of the evaluation and Its results are available In the office of the 
director of Library Services. 

A number of new programs wene added to llbnary services during 1979- SO. 
AL1CAT (Alabama Llbnary Catalog), a union catalog on microfilm of college and public 
llbnary collections across the state, was joined by Shelton State's llbnary. To 
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participate, the library *endsmaln entry catalog card* to Bnewer State., the. pno- 
ce**lng center, ion. Inclusion In the. catalog, and make* It* ne*ource* available faA 
Inten-libnary loan. When completed AL1CAT will be a. anion Luting o^ the, entire 
collection* ofa *uch tibnarle* a* Birmingham Pub tic, UA libnarle* , Auburn, and 
* ev vial Alabama, junlon colleger. 

AnotheA addition to the. tibnany wa* two collection* oh PECT [Reading Enrich- 
ment Conp.) papenback*. The*e book*, with an average monthly clnculatlon oh 40 , 
have high Interest/ low reading level appeal to Shelton'* *tuden-t*.

An extensive evaluation of library services has just been completed. 
Attached you will find a chart comparing ALA "Guidelines for Two-Year 
College Learning Resources Programs," SACS Standards for Colleges, ALA 
Association of College and Research Libraries Evaluative Checklist, and 
current Shelton State library practices. 

This chart represents a "self-study" to determine whether or not 
our library policies and practices meet national standards. With few 
exceptions, due to physical facilities and the "newness" of our relation- 
ship with the Technical Division, we meet national college library standards. 

One area to which I wish to draw your attention is centralization 
of technical processing for all learning resources materials. In light 
of these standards and specific recommendations made by both 1979 SACS 
and Consulting Teams regarding library services to the Technical Division, 
I make the following recommendations: 

1. that, beginning Fall 1980, the Junior College Division 
Library catalog and process learning resources materials 
and equipment, specifically audiovisual materials and 
equipment and periodicals, for all divisions of Shelton 
State, including the Junior College Division, the Technical 
Division, and the Fire College, for the purpose of maintaining 
inventory control. 

2. that a union catalog of these holdings be maintained in the 
Junior College Division Library to facilitate loan of materials 
between divisions. 

3. that materials remain located in the divisions where instruction 
takes place. 

4. that book catalogs of all college non-print media and media 
equipment be developed by the Junior College Division Library 
and distributed to each division. 

5. that cataloging and processing of the audiovisual materials 
held prior to Fall 1980 be postponed until the Junior College 
Division and Technical Division are served by one campus library. 
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6. that centralized cataloging and processing of books be 
postponed for the Technical Division at least until 
collection development at the Junior College Division 
library stabilizes. 

I believe that the Junior College Division Library will have 
stabilized its control of periodicals and audiovisuals by the fall 
quarter and will be able to process and catalog Technical Division 
and Fire College materials within its existing policies and procedures 
with minimal trouble. 



Among the benefits of this change would be the following: 

1. College-wide inventory control of these materials would 
be possible. , 

2. Periodical subscriptions and the resulting record-keeping 
could be handled by the library and relieve Technical 
Division faculty from this duty. 

3. These materials could be considered resources of the 
entire college and not limited in utilization to separate 
divisions (although likely to be requested by other divisions 
infrequently). 

4. Sharing certain resources and equipment used on an irregular 
basis would be more cost-efficient for the college. 

Finally, you will also find attached a copy of the results of the 
library questionnaire administered recently. A summary sheet is included. 
Generally speaking, the library was rated above average in most areas by 
a majority of students and faculty. 

In view of comments made by faculty members on the library questionnaire, 
I also make the following recommendation: 

that a library skills component be added to the present study 
skills course.

In order to evaluate library services a questionnaire (developed upon 
consultation with the Library and Curriculum Committee, Student Advisory 
Committee, and Dean) was distributed to 125 students, all faculty members, 
and all administrators (45 faculty members responded). 

An analysis of the results indicates that there are no major problems 
or dissatisfaction in library services expressed by students, faculty, or 
administrators. 

Weekend hours were mentioned by 8% of all students surveyed and 7% of 
all faculty. However, because the library is currently open more than the 
60 hours/week most Alabama junior college libraries are open and because 68% 
of the students and 78% of the faculty who responded rated the library above 
average on number of hours open, no changes are recommended. 

19% of the students surveyed mentioned the noise problem in the library. 
Many students commented that they're unable to study in the library. 13% of 
the faculty specifically mentioned the same problem. As a result, the library 
staff will make a greater effort to maintain an atmosphere more conducive to 
study. One student's comment on noise was quoted in the May 19 Monday Report 
as part of this effort. Some of the problem is likely to be alleviated when 
the Student Center is completed in the Gaylord Annex. 

A few students complained about the assistance they receive from the library 

staff (which probably includes professional, clerical, and student staff members 

equally in the eyes of many students). Since 60 % of the students surveyed rated 

the assistance they receive in the library above average a real problem is not 

indicated in this area. 

Students responded as follows to the question concerning the number of times 

they use the library for any reason: 

//times /week Full-time Students Part-time Students 

1-2 32% 79% 

3-4 49% 21% 

5 or more 16% 

Their response to the reasons for library use are as follows:

Only one student clearly requested additional library skills for classes 
other than EH 099, 101, and 102. Several students listed classes but may have 
confused the library skills program with the Learning Lab program. Typewriting, 
chemistry, history ("to help working on outside test"), business administration, 
math study skills, and biology study groups were mentioned. 

The only real student suggestion related to the improvement of the present 
library skills program was to place a directory in the library to point out 
various materials. However, given the size and arrangement of the library, a 
directory is not necessary. English instructors have previously been consulted 
about changes in the library skills program. As a result, changes will be made 

for the fall quarter. 

There were few real suggestions for the improvement of student involvement 
in library services. Two students recommended a Suggestion Box, which is being 
considered. Other suggestions include a student committee, a library club, and 
use of the Monday Report to publicize library services. The Monday Report does 
in fact carry library information almost every week. One faculty member suggested 
a mandatory orientation session for all new students. At the library's request, 
the Student Advisory Council has agreed to serve in an advisory capacity to the 

Director of Library Services. 

Several faculty members indicated an interest in some sort of library 
presentation for their classes (Speech 101, American History, Western Civilization, 
Anatomy and Physiology, Group Dynamics, Religion, and Business Statistics). 
As a result, instructors in these areas will be approached by the library staff 
and classroom sessions will be developed for them. 

20% of the faculty members who responded indicated an interest in developing 
their own instructional materials with help from the library staff. 13% indicated 
an interest in a workshop on media production. Plans will be made to provide 
some sort of assistance or demonstration session in this area during the summer 
quarter. 

54% of the faculty who responded to the question concerning naming the 
library the central purchasing agent for all instructional materials indicated 
they had no objections. This question, "inspired" by ALA "Guidelines for Two- 
Year College Learning Resources Program," was included to test the reaction for 
future reference. No changes are recommended at this time. 



In response to the question concerning the type of special collection 
that could be developed by the library, three faculty members suggested local 
history. Because Tuscaloosa County Public Library collects local history, 
there is no need to duplicate that collection. No plans are being made at the 
present to develop any type of special collection. 

20% of the responding faculty indicated that they routinely send their 
students to the U of A libraries. This number includes English instructors who 
send students as part of Shelton' s library skills program. 20% is a considerable 
percentage of faculty members who do not (and may not be able) to rely on 
the Shelton State library to meet their curricular needs. 31% indicated an 
above average increase in book holdings in their area while 53% responded 
"don't know" to the item concerning book holdings increases. By fall quarter,

Greater efforts will be made by the library staff to draw students and faculty 
to the Shelton State library and its resources. 

Generally speaking, the library was rated above average by a majority 
of students and faculty in those areas which can be controlled by the library. 
There were a number of positive comments made about the library staff and services. 

One comment made by a part-time faculty member in accounting is directed 
toward a problem that goes beyond the scope of library responsibility and will 

be directed to the Dean: 

Most of my students (75%) do not know how to study. They are 
weak in reading and have no concept of what a tool the library can 

be. 

We need a required class to at least teach them how to study and how 

to exploit the library fully. 

We need more written reports and report presentation in all classes. 

We need a combined lit. and composition class to help them become 
more well rounded and to teach them organization of thoughts on paper. 

Although a course in study skills is currently being taught be Shelton State 
it does not feature a library component. This component was suggested to the 
Director of the study skills program in the past but has not been acted upon. 
The library staff strongly recommends that library utilization be added to 
the present study skills program and offers to assist in development and presenta- 
tion of that component. 
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
